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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1. Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 6 can not 
depend on itself; however, further review indicates that claim 6 is dependent upon claim 
5 (antecedent basis with regard to DCT coefficients). It is required that the applicants to 
correct the dependency of claim 6. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The term "a value approximate to" in claim 1 (In. 5) and claim 7, (In. 5), is a 
relative term which renders the claim indefinite. The term " a value approximate to" is 
not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining 
the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably 
apprised of the scope of the invention. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

a. Fazel et al (US 5,218,622) discloses a system of encoding digital signals 
intended for transmission and/or storage and a corresponding decoding system. 
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b. Cocke et al (US 3,717,851) discloses a processing of compacted data. 

c. Park et al US (RE37,912) discloses a variable-length encoder and decoder 
using symbol/code-word re-association of a coding table, 

d. Kitamura (US 6,388,588) discloses an encoding device and encoding method 
for changing code amount of compressed image data. 

e. Hamano et al (US 5,844,61 1 ) discloses an image coding system which limits 
number of variable length code words. 

f. Yamamoto (US 6,404,933) discloses an image encoding method and 
apparatus thereof. 

g. Florencio (US 6,449,394) discloses a packing variable-length code bits at 
fixed positions.
